Referring to the announcement of 
the calling of another session of par- 
liament, the Globe says: 

“We are told in all sorts of type 
that ‘Cox can’t wait.’ The fact’ of 
the: matter is that any man not ¢Car- 
ried away by party zeal realized that 
the government had driven a hard 
bargain. with Mr. Hays and his asso- 
ciates.
